“Yes” tho you may not have any 
of it, but you know you must get 
it, no matter what it costs. I can 
recall a young leading lady that 
was engaged for a picture at $200 
dollars a week for three weeks, 
she had seven changes to make, 
and at the end of the picture she 
owed herself money, and had to 
borrow the rent for her apartment, 
this is only one of the hundreds of 
cases that occur similar to this 
one, and still the claim is made 
that the actor is overpaid. 

My dealings with Mr. Laemmle 
has always been very pleasant, and 
I really like him, but I do not like 
his statement made in your paper. 

The big salaries are paid to a 
few acto because they want 
them badly at the time, the pro- 
ducers insisting that no one else 
can do the part. That is when 
they are over-paid, if at all, buf 
the producer makes this condition 
because he can sell this particular 
actor for perhaps ten times the 
amount he could get for someone 
else, consequently hw should pay 
more, they do it in every other 
market while the going is good. 

It aiso seems to me that if just 
one man at the head of a film 
concern for possibly one dozen 
years becomes a mu!ti-millitonaire, 
or, according to the statement in 
the paper, eight figures, which 
would be $10,000,000 or upward, 
to say nothing as to how much the 
rest of the corporation has made, 
they might donate some of it 
back to the exhibitor and give him 
a chance, and not pick on the 
actor. 

Iam not writing this as a slam 
at anyone, and Mr. Laemmle 
might not know that I am on 
earth, or may have forgotten that 
I existed, but I just want the pub- 
lic to get the real condition of af- 
fairs and not blame everything on 
the poor movie actor.
